Cooking T>y Cold. 


It is ft curious fuct, not generally 


known, that the action of intense 
cold on organic substances is similar 
to that of a high degree of heat, 
and that, when subjected to a very 
low temperature of he;.t, meat can 
be brought to a condition similar to 
its state when cooked by actual 
•warmth. Quite recently a Hunga- 
rian chemist, Dr. von ba«iezewsky, 
who, 
it appears, has investigated all 


the \arions ways suggested for pre- 
serving meat (by chemicals, cooking 
by heat and hermetically sealing, 
etc.,) and has found points of ob- 
jection to all, has attempted the 
preparation of the material by sub- 
jecting it in a perfectly fresh state to 
a temperature of 33° below zero, 
Fab., and sealing it 
afterwards 


in tins. The results obtained have 
been highly satisfactory ; the meat 
on being removed from the cans ap- 
pears, iii point of smell and color, 
as fresh as if just taken from the 
butcher's stall. Although partially 
cooked, and thu» requiring less fuel 
to comolete its preparation for the 
talile, it is entirely without the taste 
of meat which has been partially 
subjected to any heating process, 
and miy be roasted, boiled or other- 
wise treated, the same as if it were 
fresh 
A commission appointed by 


the German government has lately 
conducted a series of careful and 
successful experiments upon the 
process ; and as a final test two cor- 
vettes of the German navy, being 
abont to circumnavigate tho globe, 
bave been supplied with n large 
stock. An extensive factory is being 
erected in Hungary lor its manufac- 
tttre.—Scientific American.

CIRCUMSTANTIAL^ EVIDENCE. 


Convicted ef ManUr In th« Kr»t 


Jtfgguo tar tho Second Tinw-Th* 
Narrow Escape of • Citlcen of 
Oakland. 


Mr. F. J. Mo Worthy, of this city, 


returned last evening from a two 
weeks attendance upon the District 
Court at Winnemucctt, Humboldt 
connty, Nevada, where he was called 
as a witness in the case of the People 
vs. J. W. Kover, indicted for mur- 
der. 
Mr. Mo Worthy is tho princi- 


pal owner of the rich sulphur fields 
near Babbit Hole Springs iii Hum- 
boldt county, 
Nevada. 
Two or 


three years ago he met Bover at 
Verdi in Washoe county, and was by 
him informed that ae (Bover) knew 
where there were some rich sulphur 
beds in Hamboldt county. McWorthy 
paid all expenses and the twain pro- 
ceeded to Mill City, where they left 
tho railroad, procured animals and 
struck out for the deserts to the 
northward. After some days fruit- 
leas search McWorthy came to the 
conclusion that he had been "biik- 
ed,"and returned to the railroad, 
having seen only'some faint traces of 
sulphur. 


Arriving at the Humlioldt House, 


lie related the circumstances to the 
landlord, who immediately repliud 
that there was a lame Indian about 
the premises who knew where sul- 
phur could be found in great qnan-

The day following the great anti- 


Chinese demonstration in San Fran- 
cisco, the TRIBUNE mentioned tho 
fact that Lieutenant Henry Maloon, 
commanding tho Oakland Guard, 
had his splendi.1 company under 
arms on the evening of that demon- 
stration, nnd had telegraphed to 
General Mc'C'omb that ho and his 
convxin.y were riuily to march at n

The sketch is drawn on n piece of 


flat-cap paper, about GslO inches 
square, and tho design i-* not only 
patriotic, but allcgo.'ically blends 
several notable events in the history 
pi the United States, and tlie work 
is artistically executed—with a com- 
mon lead pencil. There are four 
prominent figures in tho ".esign, the 
one embracing tlio ornamental "C" 
being the second from the right. 
This consists of a rocky mound risin j; 
from a verdant plain. Over tin- is 
tin own a rich anil heavy tabard robe, 
fringed with stars, concealing the 
sharp angles of the mound (except 
to tlie right) and falling iu uracofnl 
folds, like IJraiia's robes, till it as- 
sumes the form of a grizzly bear. 
Beyond rise three furled flags, their 
sturry folds swollen with tlio breeze, 
two of tlio staffs having barbed 
points nnd theothcr being surmount- 
ed 
by 
tlie 
cip 
of 
Liberty. 


In the foreground, resting against 
the "grizzly," ami reaching up from 
the grassy plain whereon it rests to 
the btarry folils of the flags beyond, 
is a rounded, starred anil striped 
Norman shield, bordered on all sides 
except at the sinister enil of the 
honor bar of the shipld. whare the 
ornamental divergency of the tracery 
describes the true line of beauty ami 
terminates in orojkets, lorming a 
perfect "C." 
On the honor bar of 


the shield are the figures "1870." 


Iu the background, to the left of 


this mound, and almost against it; 
base, is planted the British artillery, 
belching forth fire and death at the 
charging column of American pa- 
triot- as, with tixed bayonets nnd 
quick and steady step, they turned 
the day at Lexington. In the open

night with the men at the other camp. 
He noticed, however.during the night 
that Bover was very restless, and 
once, just .at daj light, McWorthy 
awoke and found his bedfellow sit- 
ting up with a gun in his hands. 
McWoithy is a much larger and 
more powerful man than Kover, and 
the latter is a somewhat timid person; 
and the former is satisfied in his own 
mind that Kover intended to kill 
him also, but was afraid to attempt 
it while he was awake. McWorthy 
was al-o very restless and waketul 
throughout (lie night.as he was not ac- 
customed to sleeping on the hard 
g.'onnd with nothing but a pair of 
b'ankets under him. His restless- 
ness doubtless saved his li 'e. 


McWorthy returned to the springs 


and 'omul that Sharp had not been 
there; he could not hear of him any 
where, and his suspicions were 
aroused. 
Then the significance of 


same (at the time) seemingly idle 


nude by Rover about Sharp 
upon his mind, and he in- 


formed tho Sheriff of his suspicions. 
A party went to tlie camp and insti- 
tute'I 
search, without arresting 


Kover, but with an eye upon him. 
The search was rewarded with the 
finding of an arm, buried. Then 
Kover was ai rested. Further search 
revealed the burial places of other 
portions of the murdered man, his 
body having been cut np and 
the 
different 
parts buried 
in 


different places,somi distance apart. 
Finally the head was found, when 
it transpired that the skull had been 
ciashed iu with some dull instru- 
ment like the poll of an ax. 


Kover was then charged with the 


murder, but at once said that Mc- 
Worthy committed the deed; that 
he (Bover) had seen him shoot 
Sharp and then deliberately cut 
him up and bury the pieces; that 
he himself was in sight of the camp 
at the time and concealed himself 
through fenr that McWorthy would 
kill him also if ho should let him 
know that he was a witness to 
the crime; and further, that he 
(Rover) was afraid to attempt a trip 
to the settlements to give the alarm 
through fear that McWorthy would 
pursue and kill him. But McWor- 
ihy could not get his foot into the 
boot that made the tracks that led to 
the place i of burial. 


Rover wan indicted, tried, con- 


victed and sentenced to be hanged— 
all the while protesting his inno- 
cence in the most vehement manner. 
Sharp was possessed of several hun- 
dred dollars at tbe time he was mur 
<iered. This money was doubtless 
buried iu the vicinity—and in all 
probabiiity it was "dug np," as not 
only a dogged and persistent defense 
wr» made by his attorney to save 
Rover, but also to fasten the crime 
upon McWorthy. 
Every circum- 


stance was tortured and the press 
and the telegraph were employed to 
tuis end. 
Mc\Vorthy's character 


was mo»t shamefully assailed and 
misrepresented. 


After a casual examination of the 


fatal wound the head of Sharp was 
again buried. Rover, in jail, before 
the Coroner's jury and Grand Jury 
persisted iii tha statement that 
McWorthy shot Sharp, but no bul- 
let wound had beeu discovered. At 
length a physician was dispatched 
to the sulphur mines—a long,t"dious 
and very disagreeable trip—to ex- 
hume the head and make a critical 
examination for the bullet wouud. 
He returned and reported that no 
bullet no.iud could be found. 


Bover then tt-vted to the Court 


that there was a conspiracy against 
him; that he was positive McWortby 
shot Sharp, and that the bullet was 
still'in the head, and was willing to 
.take his life upon the truth of the 
assertion. He appealed to the Court 
to have the head again examined and 
dissected, if necessary, and said if 
tbe bullet was not found he was 
willing'to be hanged for the murder. 
The head was sent for, brought into
